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Tax Agents Sifting Returns 
Of Top Corporate Officers 


WASHINGTON (AH) — lax 
agents are sifting through the 
returns of hundreds of the na­ 
tion's top corporate officers to 
see if they made illegal cam ­ 
paign donations 
The special project has the 
Internal Revenue Service com­ 
paring the returns of corporate 
officers and their companies to 
see if the officers’ political do­ 
nations were reimbursed ille­ 
gally through phony expense 
accounts, bonuses, travel vou­ 
chers or other corporate pay­ 
ments. 
The study, called the Cam ­ 
paign Contribution Cnmn“, -e 


fit Campaign Gifts Probe 


Project, has recently been ex­ 
panded to cover foreign bribes 
and payoffs by U.S.-based com­ 
panies. 
It is illegal for corporations to 
claim tax deductions for un­ 
lawful campaign gifts or for 
payments to foreign officials 
that would have been illegal if 
made in the United States, such 
as bribes or kickbacks 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission recently began an 
investigation of the 25 largest 


defense contractors to deter­ 
mine whether those companies 
have made bribes or other im­ 
proper payments to govern­ 
ment officials in the United 
States or abroad. 
A classified Pentagon report 
made public over the weekend 
said U.S. military equipment 
manufacturers paid some $200 
million to sales agents in for­ 
eign countries over the past 2L 
years. 
As part of the IRS probe. 


agents in field offices are being 
supplemented 
by 
about 
300 
agents in the Washington head­ 
quarters. including computer 
experts, engineers, economists 
and others. 
Assistant IRS Commissioner 
Singleton B. Wolfe said in an 
interview that the compliance 
project centers on an exam ­ 
ination of the returns of the top 
dozen or so officers of about 50 
corporations, where some offi­ 
cials are known to have made 


political donations. 


So far only one tax fraud case 
has 
stemmed 
from 
investi­ 
gations of political donations, 
Minnesota Mining and Manu­ 
facturing Co. and kwo former 
top officers pleaded innocent to 
a federal charges that they con­ 
spired to commit fraud by de­ 
ducting $634.

NAIROBI. Kenya 
(AP> 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
promised a new announcement 
today about the fate of con­ 
demned British lecturer Denis 
Hills after a meeting today with 
his military defense council 
Hills. 61. was to have been 
executed today for writing in an 
unpublished manuscript 
that 
Amin was a ’’village tyrant.” 
But Amin called off the execu­ 
tion following a meeting with 
two British military officers 
sent from London with an ap­ 
peal for clemency from Queen 
Elizabeth II. 
However, a broadcast from 
Kampala, the Uganda capital, 
indicated that Hills remained 
under a death sentence. 
Radio Uganda said Amin met

Sir 
Chandos Blair and Maj. Iain 
GrahB me, 
his 
former 
com­ 
manders in the King's African 
Rifles, and the British high 
com m issioner 
to 
Uganda, 
James Hennessy, at Amin’s

Amin renewed his demand 
that 
either 
British

M inister Harold Wilson or 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Jam es 
Callaghan come to Uganda “to 
discuss the political side of the 
matter.” 
‘ The queen and Blair have 
played their part in the matter, 
and it is now the turn of the 
prime minister and other politi­ 
cians in Britain who have got to 
play their role because they are 
the ones responsible for the 
m isunderstandings between 
Uganda and Britain.' 
the 
broadcast said' 
Amin and the three Britons 
then flew back to Kampala and 
went to see Hills. The broadcast 
said he told them “if given the 
chance he wanted to apologize 
for anything objectionable” in 
his manuscript and that he 
believes Amin “has improved 
the situation in Uganda ’ 
Amin seized power in a mili­ 
tary coup in 1971 and expelled 
40,000 British Asians in the fol 
lowing year to put Uganda's 
economy 
in 
African 
hands 
Since then the economy has de­ 
clined and Amin has called in 
new Asian technicians to guide 
development projects.

PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP) 
In the blackness ol being blind. 
Dennis Daughters is beginning 
to crawl now, exploring and 
“seeing" 
his world 
through 
echoes. 
The 
8-month-old 
infant 
“sees” objects through a sonar 
device worn in a kind of beanie 
cap 
It broadcasts silent sound 
waves and picks up the return­ 
ing echoes which 
then are 
translated into audible sounds 
carried by plastic tubes to his 
ears. Bats see in a similar echo- 
sounding way. 
The baby can recognize his 
favorite toy or a bottle and 
reach out accurately to grasp it 
in both hands. 
Ho likes to play peek-a-boo 
with his mother. Melody, re­ 
ceiving a strong signal when he 
looks at her. then “turning her 
oft” by looking to one side. It is 
like a sighted baby covering his 
eyes with his hands. Mother 
and child find it fun. 
Blind since his premature 
birth. Dennis is apparently the 


first baby ever to be fitted with 
such a sonar device, says Dr. 
Tom Bower, a Scottish psy­ 
chologist who conceived the 
project. It 
the experim ent 
proves helpful to this child, 
such devices might be made 
available to other blind babies 
and children. 
“When the echo device was 
first put on his head at age 14 
weeks, his face lit up. It was 
like a light going on in his head. 
He knew there was something 
out 
there,” 
says 
Mrs. 
Daughters, a nurse and wife of 
Dr. Dennis Daughters, a physi­ 
cian. 
Dennis’ sonar consists of a 
transducer system, about the 
si/( ol a half-dollar and weigh­ 
ing Pa ounces. It is placed in 
the middle of a headband and 
turns the echoes into pleasant 
w histling 
sounds, 
subdued 
enough so be can also hear 
voices and other sounds. It is 
powered by an 8-ounce, rechar­ 
geable battery that can be held 
by a parent or placed on the 
floor. 


He can tell distance by a 
sound's pitch 
the lower the 
pitch, the closer the object. Ob­ 
jects to the right or left of cen­ 
ter produce a louder sound in 
that ear Sound intensity gives 
clues about size, and by moving 
his head slightly he can define 
the edges of an object because 
the echoes diminish there. 
Hard, smooth objects echo 
back a clear pure sound, while 
fuzzy surfaces sound mushy. 
Hence Dennis can identify his 
favorite toy, a rubber cater­ 
pillar having one soft side he 
rubs against his cheek. He can 
tell it from an obiect of similar 
size w hen both are held in front 
of him. Bower says. 
Bower said a blind baby 
learns to think better if he 
knows where things are and 
how to move about. “We be­ 
lieve the cognitive or think 
process is tied up with motor 
processes." 
he 
explains. 
If 
blind babies receive “ poor 
quality of 
information from 
sounds about them, they arc 
handicapped.“

(AP) — Comedian Dick Gregory says 
he has proof of a letter from a CIA agent in 1963 saying that 
President John F, Kennedy would be assassinated in Dallas. 
Gregory addressed a Black Expo luncheon in Evansville on 
Saturday and said he will release on July 4 what he called 
“vicious and unreal information” linking the CIA and FBI to 
the assassinations of Kennedy, his brother, Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, and Martin Luther King. 
He said the letter from the CIA agent was written to J. Edgar 
Hoover, then director of the FBI.

Hearings on 
Noise Levels

dollars at stake, the govern­ 
ment opens controversial hear­ 
ings to determine what noise 
levels should he allowed on the 
lob. 


Labor and 
industry 
have 
lined up on opposing sides over 
new regulations proposed by 
the Labor D epartm ents Oc 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration. 
Before setting final stand­ 
ards. OSHA expects to hear 
during four weeks of testimony, 
beginning today, from more 
than 100 witnesses representing 
the AFL-CIO, 
the 
scientific 
community, other government 
agencies and dozens of industry 
and trade associations. 


Noise regulations proposed 
last October by OSHA called for 
tougher medical testing rules 
while leaving virtually u n ­ 
changed the existing limit of 90 
decibels of noise over an eight- 
hour day. 
But the Environmental P ro ­ 
tection Agency, exercising its 
authority under the Noise Con­ 
trol Act. claimed the 90-decibel 
level “doesn't protect the pub 
lie health and welfare to the ex­ 
tent required and feasible. In 
stead, the EPA. supported by 
the labor movement, proposed 
that noise levels be limited to 83 
decibels 
G overnm ent scientists d e ­ 
scribe 90decibels as equivalent 
to the noise in a New York sub­ 
way station and say the H5-deei* 
bel level is equivalent to the 
noise on a downtown street cor­ 
ner 
A Labor Department study 
estimates that it will cost in­ 
dustry $13 billion to comply 
with the 90-decibel level, and 
more than $30 billion to meet 
the lower level.

“Our abundance of food in the 
United States depends in large 
measure on our chemical in­ 
dustry,” he said in an interview 
Sunday, noting that nitrogen 
fertilizers greatly increase crop 
yield. 
However, nitrogen fertilizers 
trigger a series of chemical 
changes which ultimately pro­ 
duce tntric oxide. That chem­ 
ical eventually tinds its way 
into the stratosphere containing 
the protective ozone layer 
An excess of nitric oxide re­ 
duces the ozone, and McElroy 
thinks it may do three times as 
much 
d am a g e 
as 
aerosol 
sprays, based on present pro­ 
jections of production. 
He is lecturing on the subject 
this week at the National (’en ­ 
ter for Atmospheric Research 
in Boulder. 
"Philosophically, we are try­ 
ing to feed too many people. 
Nature could have the last 
laugh, as we eat and die.” he 
said 
However, the Irish-born sci­ 
entist is quick to add that sim ­ 
plistic statements ot impending 
doom have given the environ­ 
mental movement a bad name. 
He is not predicting doom — but 
urging research. 
If production of man-made 
nitric oxide continues to expand 
at projected levels it will ex­ 
ceed nature's production, and 
McElroy estimates it eventual­ 
ly could reduce the ozone layer 
by 30 per cent, perhaps by the 
year 2000 
Thi*- compares with other sci 
entists’ predictions of a 10 {>er 
cen* reduction of ozone if the 
1974 production level of aerosol 
sprays using fluorocarbons is 
stabiized. 
Scientists aren't sure what 
the ozone reduction would 
mean, but McElroy says it 
could disrupt plant life within 
the sea. food grains ashore and 
increase skin cancer among hu­ 
mans.

Rep. Nedzi has been a central figure in all the 
uproar because he failed to tell his colleagues 
about information in his possession for more 
than a year relating to CIA assassination plots. 
Nevertheless, we think he has the right 'dea 
about what should be done now. Rep. Nedzi 
makes a strong case for forgetting the whole 
House investigation. 
HE SAID: “To send investigators out to plow 
the sam e ground as already has been plowed is 
questionable wisdom 
We agree. T he R ockefeller com m ission 
already has conducted its probe and made 
numerous recommendations 
In addition, the 
Senate investigation into CIA activity is well 
along and will serve as a check on the 
presidential commission study.

While Washington's action is unique, among 
states, the sam e is not true of individual and 
organizational response which has been heart­

And this is the key item in the continued 
success of the resettlement proceeding-the 
w illingness of people and church and charitable 
organizations to accept sponsorship respon­ 
sibility. 
Ohioans have been a part of the exciting and 
difficult process of helping the Vietnamese to 
establish new lives.

BRITAIN — Unemployment 
benefits begin with the govern­ 
ment collecting each month the 
pound sterling equivalent of 
$37.81 from the worker and 
$58.44 from his employer. 
At 
present, an unmarried 
worker out of a job gets $22.54 a 
week. A m arried worker draws 
$36.57 plus $7.13 for a first child 
and $3.68 for each additional 
offspring. 
The 
benefits 
are 
payable for 12 months. 
In addition, during the first 
six months of unemployment, a 
worker can claim a supple­ 
mentary' allowance of $21.55 a 
week but the total amount of 
benefits may not exceed more 
than 85 per cent of his pay when 
he lost his job. 
When the first year without a 
job ends, a married worker re­ 
ceives “supplementary allow­ 
ances" of $35.99 a week plus 
$6.32 for a child under 5 years 
old, ranging up to $11.39 for one 
between 13 and 15 years old. 
The worker’s rent and property 
taxes are also paid and there is 
no time limit on supplementary 
allowances. 
JAPAN 
U nem ployed 
workers are paid 60 to 80 per 
cent of their salary for a period 
of between 90 and 300 days, 
according to their ages. They 
are also eligible for an a d ­ 
ditional 
“ bonus 
upon 
e m ­ 
ployment" 
amounting 
to 30 
days’ pay. 
Compensation is paid from 
contributions by employers and 
employes and from 
govern­ 
ment funds. 
SPAIN — Spanish workers 
pay 0.35 per cent of their salary 
to the government and employ­ 
ers contribute 1.85 per cent of 
each worker’s pay. The jobless 
receive 75 per cent of their 
salarv for 12 months. 
WEST GERMANY - Work­ 
ers pay compulsory unemploy­ 
ment insurance dues of 1 per 
cent of their monthly wages up 


to a ceiling $12 a month with 
em ployers 
co n tributing an 
equal amount. Benefits amount 
to 68 per cent of the monthly 
salary when a worker becomes 
unemployed with a ceiling of 
$1,200 per month. Benefits con­ 
tinue for a maximum of 12 
months. 
At the end of the year, how­ 
ever, if an unemployed worker 
is classified as needy with no 
outside income, he is entitled to 
continued assistance, paid by 
the Federal Labor Insitute, of 
58 per cent of his old salary. 
ITALY — The Italians have 
two types of benefits, one for 
industrial 
sectors 
in 
"deep 
crisis" with benefits continuing 
normally for nine months but 
extendable to 15 months, and 
the second for employes of indi­ 
vidual firms in “economic diffi­ 
culties” with benefits lasting 
six months. In the first, benefits 
amount to 80 per cent of wages; 
in the second 66 per cent. 
A joint management-worker 
committee decides on a firm ’s 
right to receive unemployment 
benefits for workers who have 
been laid off. If the committee 
decides that the firm does not 
qualify, its jobless workers get 
nothing. 
SWITZERLAND - This Al­ 
pine country has little trouble 
with unemployment. In May 
only 0.2 per cent, 5,661 workers 
of the 2.8 million labor force, 
was out of work. A year ago 
only a few hundred were job­ 
less. That has been the situation 
for decades. 
In addition, half a million for­ 
eign workers 
are 
imported. 
They can be exported in times 
of crisis as a cushion for Sw iss 
workers. 
FRANCE — “France is the 
only country in the world, or in 
any case in Europe, where aid 
to the unemployed is so ad­ 
vanced," says Andre Bergeron, 
general secretary of the "Force 
Ouvriere” Union Federation. 
Workers fired for economic 
reasons get 90 per cent of gross 
salary for one year, meaning 
effectively their entire salary 
since social security and other 
w ithholdings 
a r e 
w aived 
Unemployment for other than 
economic reasons triggers a 
complicated system of state al­ 
locations plus contributions 
from 
unem ploym ent 
co m ­ 
pensation funds to bring the to­ 
tal to about 40 per cent of sala­ 
ry. Payments last from 365 to 
730 days depending on a work­ 
er’s age. 
Funds for benefits are put up 
by employers and the govern­ 
ment. Workers contribute noth­ 
ing.

minds him of White House 
slogans 
during

Depression of the early 30’s that 
prosperity was just around the 
corner. That depression lasted 
nearly a decade and only ended 
when the outbreak of World 
War II 
g en erate d m assive 
industrial production 


A 
more 
realistic 
view ot 
what's likely to happen to the 
current recession was provided 
by ten leading economists who 
make up the Economic Forum 
of The Conference Board, a 
business organization 
They predict high unemploy 
ment 
will 
continue 
as 
a 
* serious problem" through all 
of next year, even though the 
economy will end its current 
stagnation and resume normal 
growth. 
After hitting a high of 10 per 
cent this year, unemployment 
will average 8.2 per cent during 
1976. according to the econ­ 
omists 
The Gross National Product 
will have no real growth this 
year, but will grow 6.6 per cent 
next year Meantime inflation 
will be about 8 7 per cent this 
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year and slow to a 6.2 per cent 
rate next year, they predict. 
Industrial output will skid 
11.2 per cent this year, but w ill 
climb 8.8 per cent during 1976. 
The tact that 
1976 is an 
election year, and politicians 
will likely approve e x p a n ­ 
sionary government programs 
to woo voters, is one factor 
which led the economists to 
predict an economic recovery. 
But they noted firms will be 
slow to rehire iaid-off workers,

WHITE HOUSE MAIL: Don’t 
expect a quick reply if you 
write President Ford a letter. 
It generally takes the Chief 
Executive ten days or two 
weeks to respond to his mail.

And as another Fourth of July 
nears, the Commission is still

without

achieve its firecracker ban. No 
early end is in sight to the 
dispute.

blocked by court action brought 
by firework sellers and im­ 
porters. The court said the 
Commission had not followed 
proper procedures in preparing 
its rules. 
So hearings were held betore 
an adm inistrative law judge, 
who modif ied the safety rules 
His decision is now being a p ­ 
pealed to the Commission itself 
And after the Commission is­ 
sues its final proposals, another 
round of court suits is expected. 
Most states already ban dan­ 
gerous firecrackers and fire­ 
works. but bootleggers are a c ­ 
tive and each Independence 
Day hundreds are injured by 
the devices. 
NOISE: The Environmental 
Protection Agency is moving 
ahead with its plans to try to 
make this a quieter world. 
The law gives ERA power to 
set noise control standards, and 
the agency lias just announced 
it is establishing a noise control 
test center on a remote tract of 
land near Sandusky. Ohio. 
When the test center becomes 
operational in a few months, 
ERA will start checking up on 
its initial noise targets; poi 
table air compressors, medium 
trucks and heavy duty trucks. 
The tests will result in new 
noise control rules which such 
products must meet 
Also on the agenda are tests

House to Vote on State 
Energy Agency Measure 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — A 
major bill creating a state 
energy agency goes to a House 
floor vote Wednesday with mi­ 
nority Republicans threatening 
to act as spoilers. 
The bill, which creates an 
Ohio Energy Development and 
Research Agency, already has 
passed the Senate as an emer­ 
gency measure. 
But it faces tough questioning 
from House Republicans who 
contend they’ve been cut out of 
the legislative process. It must 
receive some Republican votes 
in the House to pass as an 
emergency measure. 
If passed by the legislature, it 
faces an unfriendly reception 
by Republican Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes, who through a spokes­ 
man lias said the bill is unac­ 
ceptable. 
The controversy in the hill 
comes from two sources. One is 
supposed defects in the techni­ 
cal language of the bill giving 
the authority the power to issue 
revenue bonds, defects which 
Republicans say will make the 
bonds unmarketable. 
The other controversy is over 
who will control the authority. 
Rhodes wants a board appoint­ 
ed by him; the legislature is 
passing a bill with board mem­ 
bers appointed by the legisla­ 
ture. 
“ The structure of the board is 
not acceptable to us," said 
Thomas J. Moyer, the gover­ 
nor’s top aide, adding that the 
bonding language has ‘‘very 


serious defects.” 
Moyer’s words take on added 
weight in light of Rhodes' usual 
refusal to comment on pending 
legislation. 
In 
the House, 
Rep. 
Sam 
Speck. R-95 New Concord, said 
promises of cooperation from 
Democrats in reaching a com­ 
promise version have fallen 
through. 
Speck tried to offer 15 techni­ 
cal amendments dealing with 
bonding power while the bill 
was in committee. But the bill 
was voted upon before he could 
offer them.

Inventories of 
Steel Remain 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P) 
Large steel 
inventories, now 
pegged at two million tons of 
finished steel, continue to th­ 
wart econom ic recovery in the 
steel market. Industry Week 
m agazine 
reported 
Monday. 
The expected decline of steel 
inventories w a s supposed 
to 
pave the w ay for greater steel 
production, but the lingering 
backlogs show that dem and has 
not yet caught up, the C leve­ 
land-based publication said 
Most major steel tirms now 
expect their industry will deliv­ 
er no more than 85 million net 
tons this year, down three m il­ 
lion to five million tons from 
forecasts ot only a few months 
ago. 
The m agazine said that judg­ 
ing from iourth-quarter ship­ 
ment estim ates, it appears that 
steelm ak ers now expect the re- 
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covery period to stretch into 
early 1976. 
Furtherm ore, 
the recovery 
might be delayed by a high rate 
of su m m er vacations and plant 
closings. The publication sa y s 
so m e steelm ak ers might have 
to cut m aintenance budgets if 
operating levels continue at a 
low rate. 
If steel inventories are not re­ 
duced by 
this su m m er, 
the 
m agazine adds, som e steel pro­ 
ducers might have to lay off 
workers. 


R aw steel production for the 
week ended June 21 
is esti 
m ated at 2,132,000 net tons by 
the magazine. Actual steel pro­ 
duction for the w eek 
ended 
June 14 w as 2,118.000 net tons 
One of the few strong points 
in the current m arket is d e ­ 
m a n d 
for 
a lu m in u m . 
T h e 
m agazine says alum inum m a n ­ 
ufacturers have been reducing 
their inventories rapidly. 


Aluminum sh ip m en ts are e x ­ 
pected to increase in the second 
half ot this year and into 197H, 
with the result that primary 
production could reach full c a ­ 
pacity next year, the m agazine 
reported.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have en­ 
closed an article on white sugar 
which is frightening. If it is really 
this dangerous, 
please advise 
your readers. Would it be safer to 
use artificial sweeteners? 
Dear Reader — I am always 
appalled when I read anything of 
the nature of the article you sent 
me. The abysm al ignorance 
displayed is almost unbelievable. 
There are some good things and 
bad things about sugar, but first 
let’s deal with that statement that 
you should use honey, maple 
syrup, or molasses instead of 
white sugar. There are only three 
simple sugars (hexoses) glucose, 
fructose and galactose. Galactose 
is formed only from lactation and 
is in milk. Table sugar is a double 
sugar from the combination of 
glucose and fructose. When you 
eat it in any form the double sugar 
is divided by an enzyme in the 
small intestine into glucose and 
fructose. 
Honey is a mixture of glucose 
and fructose. You don’t need to 
split it in the intestine before it 
can be absorbed. Once absorbed 
both are simply 
glucose 
and 
fructose. In short, honey and 
sugar are then chemically the 
sam e thing. The sam e is true of 
the other sugars. Fruit contains 
both glucose and fructose. So. the 
idea that white sugar is more 
harmful than the other “natural 
su g a rs” 
is 
based 
on 
pure 
ignorance. 
THE ARTICLE 
you sent me 
stated purified sugar is a drug. It 
is not, it is a food. As far as it 
being habit forming, to the extent 
that eating is a fairly common 


habit, 1 guess it is. 
The bad thing about sugar and 
all of 
the 
other 
concentrated 
sweets, including honey, is that 
they contain a lot of calories. If 
you were starving that might not 
be so bad either. In our society 
where so many have to fight the 
battle of the bulge, it is a problem. 
Other than calories, it is not 
what sugar contains that can be 
harmful, but what it lacks. Sugar 
is just as natural a food as any of 
the other sweets. After all, it is 
just dehydrated, refined cane or 
beet juice. As such it provides lots 
of valuable calories, but it con­ 
tains no vitamins or minerals and 
no bulk We need bulk for proper 
digestion and that is why it is wise 
to get your carbyhydrates from 
fresh fruits and vegetables and 
whole cereals. All of these foods 
when digested, yield the same 
product into the bloodstream that 
you get from sugar. They just give 
vou bulk and vitamins in addition. 
SUGAR 
DOES 
NOT 
cause 
nervous breakdowns. Anyone 
with common sense would know 
otherwise inasmuch as most of us 
use some sugar—statistics show 
quite a lot — and there are a lot of 
us who haven’t had a nervous 
breakdown — at least not yet. 
You can have nervous disorders 
w ith abnormal sugar metabolism, 
but 
these cases 
are 
medical 
conditions 
in 
individuals 
with 
illn esses, 
not 
the 
general 
population. 
My 
general

pression of the article you sent is 
that you are reading material that 
may provide dangerous misin­ 
formation to you about your 
health.

_Peace Group To Africa 


At Site Near Salem 
Arrow Heads Unearthed 


B y BILL THOMPSON 
Experience in civil rights 
^work in Tennessee lias led to an 
: opportunity for Dean Hansell of 
¿Salem to visit the African na­ 
tion of Ghana this summer as 
‘ leader of a hi-racia! group pro­ 
moting world friendship 
Hansell will serve as the 
overseer for a work group of 
, men and women which 
is 
\ leaving July 12 for nine weeks 
in the small country on the west 
»coast of Africa. 
The visit, which will include 
travel through various parts of 
the continent, is sponsored by 
» Operation Crossroads Africa, a 
'New York City-based organiza­ 
tion founded by a group of 
blacks in the late 1950s. 
Hansell said the main idea of 
the group is that the best way to 
w ork for world peace is through 
world friendship, especially 
'intimate contacts 
between 
people of different nations. Six 
or seven different groups total­ 
ing about 70 persons from 
around the country have been 
¿selected for this summer’s visit 
to Africa, (»roups are going into 
several 
countries 
besides 
Ghana, including nearby Togo 
and Upper Volta. 
Hansell said one goal of the 
“ Crossroads” workers, who 
mostly are college students, is 
to work on inter-cultural rela­ 
tions in visiting the homes of 
the people They will develop 
one project, which may be 
something of immediate value 
like the construction of a build­ 
ing or a regional school system. 
‘There is no ideological as­ 
pect,” the young Salemite re­ 
marked "We re not going there 
to preach the American way, 
that anything we do is better 
than anything they do.” 
The chance to apply for the 
trip to Africa came w hen Han­ 
sell was doing civil rights work 
and running a small school in 
Tennessee. He met one of the 
trustees of Operations Cross­ 
roads, with whom he discussed 
his interests and was given the 
chance to apply. 
The application procedure in­ 
volved his writing a number of 
essays about his ideas of 
\frica, the work group idea, 
and reactions to the possibility 
kenlev 


ol 
leading a 
racially mixed 
group. He was selected as the 
group's overseer, in charge of 
logistics and handling trips, the 
work project that it decides on. 
handling internal problems, 
and taking care of the overall 
well-being of the group 
"This is something I’m reallv 
excited about,” Hansell com­ 
mented. 
"The potential 
for 
building world peace comes 
through programs like this." 
He said this seems to him to be 
an effective way to work for 
world peace because it will 
break down stereotypes and re­ 
veal that all people have the 
same basic needs, despite their 
differences. 
"There seems to he greater 
potential in Africa because they 
haven’t developed so many 
vested power interests,” he 
said. In reading about Ghana, 
which he has (tone with great 
curiosity, he has found it is one 
of the countries just developing 
a self-identity after years ol 
being a British colony. "The 
Africans are a good-natured 
people, but the people in Ghana 
are even more so,” he added. 
Hansell w ill leave soon for an 
onontntion beginning July 7 at 


Tufts University in Boston, with 
other members of the group 
coming in on July 9. Two char­ 
tered planes will leave July 12 
lor Accra, the capital of Ghana, 
where Dean will meet with gov­ 
ernment officials and U.S. Am­ 
bassador 
Shirley 
Temple 
Black. The group will decide on 
which of three possible projects 
it will undertake prior to 
touring the country. 


He is looking forward to trav­ 
eling throughout the country 
with Ghanian officials and 
making frequent field trips 
One of the field trips may be a 
hike up 19,000-foot Mt. Kiliman­ 
jaro in Tanzania in eastern 
Africa He expects the weather 
m sub-Saharan Ghana, which is 
just five degrees from the equa­ 
tor. to be hot and muggy. 


Dean is the first person from 
Salem to go to Africa as a mem­ 
ber of Operation Crossroads. A 
1974 graduate of Denison Uni­ 
versity, where he designed his 
own major in various course 
areas, he now is a law student 
at Northwestern University in 
Chicago. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs Elliott Hansell of 1147

Digging has resumed at the 
Erskins site, an archaeological 
investigation on Goshen Rd 
just south of Rt. 165 across from 
Colonial Villa Estates trailer 
pa rk 
M a h o n i n g 
V a l l e y 
A rch a e o lo g ica l 
Su rvey 
Director Charles Sofskv is in 
charge of the site. He recently 
reported the find of a cache of 
projectile points (shown right' 
of the local Reserve Phase 
dating back to about 8,500 B.C. 
Sofskv said it was the first 
instance of such a find for this 
time period in the Western 
hemisphere. The points or 
arrow heads are small "quad” 
types, 
more 
common 
to 
Alabama and other southern 
states. 
Among the 150 artifacts found 
this season are many "fluted” 
points several inches long. 
Solsky feels these grooved 
points are local adaptations of 
the larger fluted points found in 
Colorado and in the south which 
were much bigger, and used for 
hunting large meat animals 
like mammoths. 
Game in this locality was 
Heeterand smaller, making the 
smaller, lighter hea,ds more 
efficient. Sofskv reasons. 
The Erskine site has yielded 
many artifacts, with recent 
finds coming in the little know n 
Reserve phase dating to 8,300 to 
8,500 B.C. This phase, struc­ 
tured by Sofskv 
and 
his 
assistant, Thomas McKibben. 
f alls as a transition between the 
earlier Paleao period and the 
later Archaic period. 
Diggers at the site have 
unearthed four more hearth 
areas in their 
meticulous 
search. These collections of 
stone pieces often yield char 
coal bits that can be dated by 
various methods. 
Because ol 
the physical 
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make-up of the Erskine site, the 
layers of the various 
time 
periods 
are 
quite 
close 
together. While this saves a lot 
of earth moving, it also tends to 
put artifacts in close proximity 
which mav not be related. 


The triangular site is situated 
at a n intersection of two creeks, 
and is bounded by moving 


water S of sky feels it was used 
over the centuries as a camping 
ground by many cultures. 
If funds become available, 
the team hopes to do sub­ 
stantial 
scientific 
and 
geological work on the area 
surrounding the site to sub­ 
stantiate and facilitate dating 
the materials. 
The survey director said 10 
persons responded to a notice of 
a field archeological study 
under his direction in the News 
in May. He says more diggers 
interested in part-time in­ 
vestigation at the site could be 
used.
